Kindergarten, 
First Graders 
to Register

Enrollment of beginning stu­ 
dents in Torrnnce elementary 
schools for the 1949 fall term 
will begin next week, mi- 
nounved school officials,
Children entering kindergarten 

for the first time must have 
been at least four years old by 
March 1 of.this^ear. Birth 
tiflcates will be required at the 
time of registration.

Students enteiing the first 
grade must have been at least 
five years old on March 1 of 
this year. They also will be re­ 
quired to present birth certifi­ 
cates.

School officials'requested that 
parents do not bring their chil­ 
dren at the time of emollment.

Enrollment of kindergarten 
and first grade students at Tor- 
ranee Elementary will be hold 
at 9 a.m. and 4 p.m. Monday 
through Friday, May 23-27.

Registration at Fern Avenue 
School will be held at 8:30 a.m. 
and 4 p.m. on Thursday, May 
26. only.

Enrollment fbr the Waltrria 
school has been -slated for June 
3 from-9 a.m. to 4 p.m. at the 
Waftcrla Park, and Kccrcatlon 
Building. The school doctor will 
be on hand to examine newly 
registered pupils. Those students 
unable to register at that time 
may do so at the school.'

HERE'S ANNUAL BUDGET 
FOR FAMILY OF FOUR

The. annual budget requirement for a family of four 
living in this area is $4500, according to the John Randolph 
Haynes and Dora Haynes Foundation, 2324 South Figiieioa 
street, in a statement issued recently.

The foundation has just con\plcted a survey based on con­ 
sideration of the special factors determining the cost of living 
in Southern California. The survey also dealt only with those 
elements which it regards as essential to the welfare of the 
family. . " •

The controlling principal was: what does the family need 
. _for_its, purposes, and what does.it need in order to be an 

asset rather than a Inability to society?
The survey took cognizance of the fact that people living 

in this area do not need as heavy clothing as people living in 
other parts of the country. On the other hand, it recognized 
that because of the decentralization of population in the area, 
there is a greater necessity for individual  automobile tians- 
portation. .

On the basis of prices obtained from 600 stores, the 
foundation concluded that the food bill- for a family of four 
would average $1,355 during the course of a year. Clothing 
would cost $411; housing $515; medical, dental, and eye care 
would cost $3pO.

Lacking this amount of money, the family either would 
incur debt or live on a level below requirements for normal 
living, the report stated. In either case, the result would be 
inimical to the best interests of society.
